Ow or about the close of the year 1880 there 
will assemble at the City of Panama a confer- 
enee of vast importance to the future peace of 
South America. The Republics of Pern and 
Chili have accepted the mediation of the United 
States Government, offered for the humane pur- 
pose of putting an end to the fearful warfare 
that has raged so long between those countries, 
and will each appoint representatives to 
meet and arrange negotiations for a per- 
manent peace. Other South American 
countries who desire to participate in this 
notable Peace Congress will be afforded an op- 
portunity to do so under the plen proposed by 
the United States, and they will doubtless all be 
represented at the Panama meeting. All ques- 
tions of difference between Chili and Peru are 
to be submitted to arbitrators, andin the event 
of their failing to agree the Whole matter is to 
be left to the decision of the President of the 
United States, in whose integrity and fairness 
both nations appear to bave unlimited con- 
dence. It is expected that the Panama confer- 
ence will arrunge the basis of enduring good 
relations between the South American Repub- 
lies. 


Tue forgery of the so-called Chinese let- 
ter attributed to Gen. Garfield has at last been 
traced to the newspaper office which promul- 
gated the silly counterfeit. By the aid of 
a shrewd detective, the perpetrator of the 
forgery has been shown to be one Ken- 
ward Philp, a man prominently identified 
with Truth to the extent that the word stands as 
a misnomer for the vile sheet which has adopted 
it as a title, but whose reputation for identifi- 


very well established. Philip is a remarkably 
expert person in the imitation of handwriting, 
and, being bent upon doing some serv- 
ice that would commend him to the 
grateful remembrance of Hancock in the eveut 
of his election, he conceived the idea of produc- 
ing the letter which has caused so much commo- 
tion. Gen. Garfield promptly pronounced the 
thing a clumay forgery, and everybody knew it 
to be such, but it remained to ferret 
out the perpetrator and locate the responsibili- 
ty. This bas now been done, and the country 
will have fresh n to rejoice at the approach- 
ing downfall of rty whose methods of con- 
ducting a political campaign are such as lay a 
premium upon fraud in any form calculated to 
assist toward success. 


ONE OF THE PROPOSED CHANGES. 

A few days ago a number of gentlemen 
who came before the community as business- 
men, but some of whom are officeholders 
or officeseekers for themselves or their 
relatives, signed and published an ad- 
dress to the public in which they 
maintained that it is an insult to the intelli- 
gence of every buusiness-man ”’ to represent 
that a change of parties at this time portends 
serious disturbance to the commercial, in- 
dustrial, and material interests of the coun- 
try. Among the signers of thisaddress were 
Messrs. Leiter, Walsh, Grannis, Tree, Me- 
Vicker, Otis, Potter Palmer, H. D. Colvin, 
Conrad Seipp, Perry H. Smith, and others, 
who are known to be deeply concerned in 
the fate of the Democratic party. 

Tue Tumexx has already pointed out a 
number of radical changes which are likely 
to be made by the Democrats if they shall 
come into power, and which, if made, are al- 
most certain te give a shock to the business 
of the country. There is one, however, which 
remains to be mentioned, and, fortunately, 
there can be no honest dispute as to the inten- 
tion of the Democrats in the matter. We refer 
to the Democratic hostility to the National- 
banking system. This hostility is hereditary 
in the Democratic party. When the present 
scheme of National-banking institutions was 
devised, it was thought that Democratic op- 
position thereto would be forestalled by the 
provision which makes the facilities free and 
equal te all sections and all men, removes the 
objection of monopoly, and restricts the 
management of the banks only so far as is 
necessary to insure protection against fraud. 
But the Democratic hostility to National 
banks is not based upon any theory of mo- 
nopoly or discrimination, but rests upon the 
doctrine of State-sovereignty. Banking is 
conceived to be one of the sovereign privi- 
leges, and, like other elemnts of sovervignty, 
itis held by Democrats to be lodged in the 
States, and not in the General Government. 

It is admitted to be the purpose of the Dem- 
ocrats to abolish the system of National 

$,—a system which corresponds with 

the English system of banking, with the 
added advantage of opening up its privileges 
to all sections and to all men who have the 
requisit capital and will comply with the re- 
auired conditions. Possibly the first step 
would be to retire the National-bank notes 
and prohibit further issue thereof. The next 
step would be to refuse to recharter banks 
when their present charters expire. This ex- 
clusion would reach a majority of the Na- 
tionalbanks within a few years. A natural 
sequence of such a course would be to repeal 
the 10 per cent tax on State bank issues, 
which is practically prohibitory of shin- 
plasters. Indeed, bills to that end are now 
pending before both Houses. of Congress. 
Finally, the National-Bank law would 
be repealed altogether, and the pres- 
ent system of uniform currency, based 
upon specie redemption, would give way 
to a flood of irresponsible, wild-cat, red-dog, 
and blue-pup shinplasters of mere local cir- 
and varying in current value from 

day to and from State to State. Men 
who are not yet very old can recall the infinit 
embarrassments of the old State-bank issues.

Will any one of the Chicago business-men 
who recently declared that no change of 
parties or policy at this time will affect the 
material interests of the country coptend 
that the substitution of State currency for 
National currency can prove hurtful to 
their interests? aside personal con- 
sideration in the present campaign and 
partisan attachment to Democracy, which 
one of them will indorse the change in 
this one particular as wise or desirable? 
If argued out to its inevitable result, 
the substitution of State-bank notes for Na- 
tional-bank notes becomes as formidable a 
menace as the indefinit enlargement of the 
legal-tender fund of Government notes. 
Business-men agree that the success of the 
Weaver scheme would be disastrous. But 
the Democratic scheme will not be less 80. 
With the system of Fiat Government eurren- 
cy there would be at least a uniformity in 
the depreciation of the currency. The cur- 
rency would all be alike. There would be 
everywhere the same protection against 
counterfeiting. A Government note would 
have the same value in New York asin 
Chicago. But with the State-bank system 
scarcely two issues of the same denomina- 
tion of notes would have an equal value. 
The laws of the various States would be as 
diverse as the number of the State Govern- 
ments. Exchanges would be so complex 
and vacillating as to make the business-man's 
life miserable and render banking a very 
pandemonium. If the State-bank notes were 
perplexing twenty-five years ago, they would 
be simply unendurable now. 

a change of parties involved no other 
menace than this one alone, the danger 
would be sufficient to excite publie appre- 
hension, and, ir the language of the local 
Democratic address, it would be “an insult 
to the intelligenceof every Dusiness-man ” 
te ignore it or misrepresent it. 


THE END OF THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 

The defeat of Hancock and. his party is 
now virtually eoneeded. The Solid South are 
not deceived by the promises of their North- 
ern allies, and no longer expect that Han- 
cock will receive the vote of any Northern 
State. The Democratic papers at the North 
which are not mere organs are free to ad- 
mit that the contest has already been de- 
termined, and that Garfield and Arthur will 
be elected in November. The New York 
Sun, which has a larger Democratic constit- 
uency than any other paper in the country, 
candidly admits that Hancock is already de- 
feated. 

The Boston Herald, an independent Demo- 
cratic paper, having the largest circulation of 
a per published-in New Engiand, de- 
cl and It is beyond doubt that the end 
0 present Democratic organization is 
approaching,’ and it discovers that even the 
Solid South is going to pieces rapidly. It 
claims that this dissolution of the present 
Democratic party is inevitable, because The 
attempt to maintain a Confederacy of preju- 
dice and false sentiment inside the Union 
with the help af Northern Democratic votes 
is a failure.” This is the dest and clearest 
definition of what is meant by a Solid South 
that we have met in any paper of Demo- 
cratic proclivities and sympathies. It recog- 
nizes the South as the present Democratic 
party,—that is, that the tone, spirit, and pur- 
pose of that party are furnished by the 
South, and insists that this attempt to main- 
tain a Confederacy of prejudice and antago- 
nism to the Union by the aid of Northern 
votes must be a failure. The mere promise 
of office is not sufficient to capture the 
Northern people or induce them to become 
members of such a Confederacy. 

This same paper, after declaring that the 
hours of the present Democratic party 
organization are justly numbered, findssome 
consolation in the, further fact that all the 
information concerning the actual condi- 
tion of the internal organization of the 
Democratic party in all the Southern States 
renders it certain that the Solid South will 
soon be a thing of the past. And it adds: 


A new party iscoming up in all these States, 
like the one which Mahone leads in Virginia, 
which will cast uside ancient prejudices and 
bates, and recognize the rights of the oo 
voters. This party in every State is bound to 

be thrown more or less into ne with the Repub- 
lican purty of the North. In Georgia the Bour- 
bons have beaten the Independents at their own 
game, and are using the colored voters to keep 
themselves in power. But in do this they 
are also ceasing to be Bourbons. ere must 
soon be two active and well-organi parties 
in all the Southern Btates, amd one of them will 
act with the party which continues to bear the 
name of the Republican party in the North, 
while the other will act with those who continue 
to call themselves Democrats in the North. 


This, from the most influential Democratic 
paper in New England, though independent, 
is significant of the utter hopelesness of the 
Democratic party at this time, and shows how 
satisfied are the thinking members of that 
party that the Lost Cause” is as much lost 
as ever it was. 

Regarding the Democratic party as having 
met its fate, and all pretense there is any 
chance for its success as idle, the same paper 
declares this result a fortunate one, and a 
happy relief to the country.

This tribute to the Administration of Mr. 
Hayes will meet the approval of honest 
and fair-minded men of all parties; but that 
Mr. Garfield will be as energetic in pre 
serving and still further improving the 
present high degree of efficiency of the Civil 
Service, there can be no doubt. Mr. Garfield 
is not the mam to let the public service de- 
teriorate in his hands. | 


One of the most wiidly-absurd predictions 
the Democratic managers have made is to be 
found in their statement that they expect 
60,000 majority in New York and 20,000 ma- 
jority in Brooklyn.

GIVING HIM FALSE CREDIT. 

The current number of the Dial contains a 
delicate morgeau of hero-worship from the 
pen of the Hon. Melville W. Fuller. The 
subject of it, as everybody will guess, is Gen. 
Winfield Scott Hancock. As the basis of his 
eulogy Mr. Fuller adopts a collection of 
eulogies called biographies, opens with a de- 
fense of hero-worship, and then proceeds to 
demonstrate how easy it is for an ingenious, 
skilled lawyer to make the worse appear the 
better reason. For instance, to show that 
Gen. Hancock thoroughly comprehends the 
necessity of strict obedienee to the laws 
which constitute civil government, Mr. Ful- 
ler quotes Haneock’s declaration in Wash- 
ington in 1867, “I know no other guide, no 
higher duty, than strict obedience to the 
law,“ and follows this quotation with another 
from New Orleans,—Order No. 40,--which 
showed a purpose on the part of its putative 
author, under the guise of a high-soun ding 
panegyrie on constitutional rights, to defy 
and defeat the very law he was appointed 
to execute. Of this purpose there is no doubt 
on the face of Haneock’s official record, since 
he requested to be recalled from Louisiana 
when it became apparent that Gen. Grant 
had the power to make him obey the laws. 
There is no more plain historical fact than 
this: that Hancock was actually recalled 
from command of the Fifth Military District 
in the winter of 1867-68 because he refused 
to give — to the laws of Congress under 
and by e of which be received his ap- 
pointment. But beyond the official record 
we now have further conclusive evidence— 
conclusive because undisputed—in the Fowler 
interview with Gen. Grant. Here is Gen. 
Hancock’s public utterance made at the time— 
‘IT know no other guide, no higher duty, 
than strict obedience to the law ”"—of which 
Mr. Fuller makes so much, and here is his 
private utterance which shows a dogged de- 
termination not to obey the law. 

Gen. Grant said to Gen. Hancotk: Gen- 
eral, you and I are soldiers,—army officers. 
» „II Is our duty to enforce the laws of 
Congress.“ Gen. Hancock responded, “ Well, 
I'm opposed to nigger domination.” Gen, 
Grant rejoined: “ General, it is nota question 
of nigger domination. . Itisaquestion 
of doing our sworn duty.“ And again Gen. 
Hancock responded, like a parrot, without a 
reason, without a counter argument: Well, 
I'm opposed to nigger domination.“ 

Gen. Grant tells us just what impression 
these dogged replies of Hancock made upon 
his mind. He says: I saw that my only 
chance to influence him was by the remnant 
of authority leftin my hands. He was de- 
termined to please the Democratic party and 
the South.” Gen, Grant used “ the rymnant 
of authority left in his hands” to compel 
Haricock to obey the laws so effectually that 
he could not remain in command of the Fifth 
Military District and continue “to please the 
Democratic party and the South,” and he 
begged to be recaljed. This is the situation 
into which hero-wership has brought Mr. 
Fuller: He is made to extol as a virtue of 
the highest order of merit an act 
of Gen. Hancock which was altogether 
vicious, an actas repugnant to every sense 
of natural justice as it was violative of his 
oath and of the letter and the spirit of the 
written law. And the motive of the act was 
as inexcusable, ag base, as the act itself.

years. But the increase between 1872 and 
1876 was considerably Jarger. Hendrieks, 
the most popular Demoerat in the State, ran 
for Governor in the former year, and was 
elected, though every other candidate on the 
ticket with him wag defeated. The cam- 
paign was very hot and close; every inch of 
ground was fought over; and yet the total 
vote cast was but 377,700. In 1876, when 
Blue Jeans Williams was elected, the vote 
ran up to 484,457, showing a gain in four 
years (from 1872 to 1876) of 56,757, or 23,320 
more than the gain in the last four years. 
Going still further back, we find that the in 
crease in the vote from 1868 to 1873 was 35,911 ; 
from 1864 to 1868, 58,904; from 1860 to 1864, 
11,188 (the soldiers not being per- 
mitted to vote); and from 186 to 
1860; 36,716. 80 that, with the single 
exception of 1864, when 40,000 Indiana sol- 
diers did not vote at all, there has been a 
larger inerease of the vote in every period of 
four years since 1856 than that shown at the 
late election. It is not necessary to allege 
“fraud” to account for the increase in the 


vote of Indiana, The populanon of that 
State, which was 1,680,687 in 1870, is semi- 
officially reported in 1880 at 2,135,200. The 
increase in ten years is consequently 454,563, 


Fully one-half of this increase has taken 


place in the last four years,--the period of 
greatest prosperity. As the suffrage is con- 
ferred on foreigners after a residence of 
six months in tie State, nearly all the new- 
comers were entitled to vote. If the total 
increase in population in four years has been 
even as low as 225,000, there must have been 
an addition of 40,000 to the voting strength 
of the State. ;

MANUFACIURING STATISTICS. 

We printed on Saturday the figufes fur- 
nished by M® Charles Randolph, Special 
Agent of the Census Bureau, giving the 
manufacturing statistics of Chicago in 1880. 
Mr. Randolph has had a full force of skillful 
assistants engaged in this work for a consid- 
erable term, and, being clothed with the au- 
thority of the United States, his statistics are 
justly entitled to a credit of more than ordi- 
nary character. Weare the more prepared 
to accept Mr. Randolph’s tables as approx!- 
mately correct after a comparison of them 
with those prepared and published by Tun 
TRIBUNE something less than a year ago, giv- 
ing (with other matters) the statistics of man- 
ufactures in Chicago during the year 1879, 

A comparison of Mr. Randolph’s totals for 
1880 with those of Tun Trisune for 1879 
will show, allowing for the year’s increase, 
how closely they correspond. The sf&tistics 
for brewing and distilling are omitted in 
both cases, except that Taz Trreunr’s table 
includes the capital employed in those 
branches.

FINANCIAL. 


Chicago bank clearings last week showed a 
gain of about 20 per cent over the clearings of 
the corresponding week of last year. The figures 
were $35.800,000, against $29,046,000. A small 


part of this increase is due to the fact that since 


the advent of specie the banks settle their bal- 
ances at the Clearing-House by checks, which 
enter into the clearings. Business is good at the 
banks and among the mercantile houses. 

Our leading dry-goods house reports its im- 
goods 7 per cent 
higher than last year. Receipts of cus 
toms duties at Chicago were 81.800. 
000 last year. This year they will be at least 
$2,500,000." October receipts in 1880 are half as 
large again as those of last October. Chicago 
will take its place this year as the fifth import- 
ing pointin the country. The population is in- 
creasing rapidly, and small traders are dropping 
in from the surrounding cities to do business 
bere. 

The country continues to call upon Chicago 
for large amounts of money, but there is so 
much money in the country that the receipts 
are filso very large. Still the city is 
steadily losing currency. and will soon 
be shipping gold to the interior. New York ex- 
change sold all the week at 80c@$1.00 per $1,000 
discount. Loans were not in active demand, but 
some improvement was noticed in the supply of 
paper. Rates are 4 percent on call and 6@7 
per cent on time. The counter demand for 
securities seems to have decreased, but the 
speculative business on the New York Stock Ex- 
change bas been heavy.

How to feed the pe santry the coming win- 
ter isn problem becupyms the serious attention of 
the Government, and thereis no ground for ex — 
ing a good harvest in the fature. Thousands of in- 
sects defy effort to exterminate, and lie hidden un- 
der deep snow until spring enables them to renew 
their work of destruction.” 

The New York Produce Exchange Weekly says: 

The crop of wheat in the United Kingdom is more 
and more disappuinting. Late estimates of Lincoln- 
shire and adjacent disiricts make the yield <2! bu 
peracre. Thecrop of the Unived Aingdom is esti- 
mated now b per cent below an average, which is 3 
to 2 bu per acre, and 15 per cent off would give A to 
25 bu per acre; and this rati: of yield on 3, 734 acres 
would give a crop of #,565.575 ars at 25 bu per acre.

MARY ANDERSON. 

The most successful engagement ever played 
in Chicago by Miss Mary Anderson closed Satur- 
day evening at McVicker’s Theatre, the audience 
being as large and brilliant as any that had at- 
tended during the season of two weeks. Miss 
Anderson reserved for ber last appearance one 
of the very best specimens of her powers she 
has yet exhibited, appearing iu Francis Noon 
Talfourd’s classic tragedy “lon,” a work that 
won strong commendation upon its first produc- 
tion in 1836 as an important addition to high- 
class dramatic literature, and which yet deserves 
to rank asa work of exceptional strength in 
treatment and of peculiarly pure tone and 
quality. It was, moreover, Miss Andersou’s 
first assumption of the role of Jon, and, 
we believe, her very first appearance in 
a male character. It is a role partaking 
equally of the lofty-heroic and the vigorously- 
romantic, calling at times for the sweet grace 
of youth as well as the strong powers of ma- 
turity; and Miss Anderson is peculiarly fitted by 
physique and training to acquit herself credit- 
ably in such an undertaking.

GERMAN OPERA. 

Seldom before has such a crowd turned out to 
witness a German performanee as that which 
filled Mevicker's Theatre, last evening. Long 
before the curtain rose standing-room was at a 
premium, and many were unable to guin admis- 
sion. The magnet that wielded this powerful at- 
traction was the first performance in this city 
of Johann Strauss’ celebrated ope retta Die 
Fledermaus (The Bat). The fact alone that 
Johann Strauss, the unrivaied composer of the 
Blue Danube” and other matchless 
dance pieces, composed the music to 
this operetta is sufficient guarantee that it 
is a tine musical production. It is a gem ia 
every sense of the word, and his enchauting 
waltz melodies permeatethe entire work. The 
text is from the French of Meilbac and Halery, 
and is very witty and full of sparkling fun. 

This operetta, taking everything into consid- 
eration, is far above the average of operettas 
and opera-bouffes performed in this country, 
and it is surprising that it bas never yet been 
attempted on the English stage. If it was, 
it would certainly take better than 
“Pinafore” or “Fatinitza.” But much of 
the success of the operetta depends upon the 

rformers, It not only needs good singers, but 

rst-class actors, the latter more than the 
former.

PULLMAN CAR PATENTS. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company has 
filed its answer to the suit of the Pullman 
Palace Car Company, of Chicago, for an injunc- 
tion to prevent the introduction of palace cars 
on the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad similar in 
construction to those of the Pullman Company. 
The suit of the Palace Car Company was 
entered three weeks ago, the Baltimore & Ohio 
having ended its contract on Oct. I. and having 
begun the building of cars for itself in Cincin- 
nati. The answer of the Baltimore & Ohio claims 
that the Pullman patents are invalid, many of 
them having been anticipated by other invent- 
ors; that many of the claimed inventions are 
found in cars used long prior to the Pullman 
patents; and that the reissue which Pullman 
took out in 1875 was a far different invention 
from that of his original patent. The Baltimore 
& Onio Company claim that Pullman has re- 
peatedly, on the ground of defective specifica- 
tions in previous patents, had new ones issued, 
and in this way has extended his original device 
into a much larger claim. In 1876 Pullman filed 
a bill against the Barney & Smith Manufactir- 
ing Company of Cincinnati to restrain their 
manufacture of cars, which he claimed infringed 
his patent. This is the Company manufacturing 
cars for the Baltimore & Ohio, and which has 
also manufactured cars for the Central Pacific, 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, and other rail- 
road companies, as well as for the Wagner —1 5 
ing-Car Company. Testimony has been taken in 
this case at Cincinnati, but no injunction has 
ever been obtained. Simiiar suits were brought 
against the Wagner Company in Chicago and 

ew York with similar results. The defendants 
also claim that the Michigan Central, Chicago, 
Rock Isiand & Pacific, Chicago, Milwaukee & 8t. 
Paul, Central Pacific, and other roads are using 
cars similar to those manufactured for the Bai- 
timore & Ohio., and that the Pullman Meme 
has never sought to restrain them; also, that all 
of Puliman’s thirty patents have expired except 
one, and that has only two years to run. 

The Pullman Company’s counsel, which in- 
cludes Messrs. Dickenson of New York, Thun- 
lor of Khode Isiand, Offield of Chicago, and 
Steele, Carter & Sterling of Baltimore, asked 
the Court for an order to restrain the Bal- 
timore & Ohio from using the cars pending the 
hearing of the case. This the Court refused to 
grant, and the Baltimore & Ohio will put on its 
new cars Nov. I. The hearing in the case has 

“been postponed until November.

TEHUANTEPEC RATLRO AD. 

The New York Times says: The Tehuantepec 
Inter-Ocean Railroad Company, now engaged in 
the construction of a railroad across the Isthmus 
of Tehuantepec, Mexico, intends to send in a 
few days three parties of engineers from this 
city to the Pacific Coast. One of them will sur- 
vey the harbors on the Pacific side, to ascertain 
the cost of completing improvemements there. 
Another will lay out the route of the road 
on this side of the isthmus, so that 
the work of gradi can begin early in 
the winter. A thir will make a more 
extensive survey of the line of road 
in the interior. The isthmus shortens the route 
between New Orleans and San Francisco about 
2,300 miles, or seven days, as compared with 
Darien or Panama. The Company is authorized 
to establish a Board of Directors in the States, 
having an ageut in Mexico, duly empowered to 
transact all necessary business in that country. 
The estimated cost of the road is $6,000,000, 
which includes the building of barbors at carh 
end. Engineers say the harbor on the Guif side 
can be cheaply made the best barbor on the At- 
lantic side of the continent south of Norfolk and 
north of the equator. The harbor on the Pacific 
side is not yet examined. The country through 
whieh the line of road passes is fertile. It pro- 
duces the finest tobacco, ee, corn, and 
all well-known tropical fruits growin abun- 
dance and attain great perfection. Oranges ure 
very juicy,andof the finest flavor. Bunanas 
are abundant. 

There is plenty of game, such as deer and 
birds of the pheasant family. Rivers and lakes 
abound, with fish of exeellent quality. In the 
forests grow mahogany, cedur, and other valua- 
bie woods, with plenty of oak and pine on the 
mountains. The climate twenty miles from the 
coast is healthy the * round, and on the 
mountains as delightful as anywhere in the 
world. A case of yellow-fever has never been 
known. Inthe lowlands near the coast a mila 
form of malaria attacks unacclimated persons, 
but natives do not suffer from it.
